As counted by 
the officiate holding the election the 
vote stood HO for and 93 against 
measure. The tax is*to he collected 
for the current year to the amount 
five mills on the dollar and levied for 
eight years for the purpose of secur­ 
ing funds for the erection of much 
needed public school building in Moul­ 
ton. The election was made possible 
by a special amendment to the con­ 
stitution of Alabama approved by the 
voters of the State in the last genera! 
election. 
The amendment provided 
also for such election to be dield in 
the Landersvillcdistrict and the Town 
Creek district. An election was held 
in each of the three districts in Jan­ 
uary of 1925 but lost in the Moulton 
district where 121 votes were cast 
against the measure and 120 for it. 
The Town Creek district voted 80 for 
and none against and the L&ndersville 
district 82 for and 16 against. 
In 
Moulton the plan is to secure funds 
for the erection of a modern four-room 
brick unit to which additions may be 
made as needed. Based on the present 
school revenue yielded by the three 
mill tax, the five mill levy should 
bring in an annual amount of at least 
$1650 and in the course of eight years 
should provide funds to the amount 
of $11,000 for the building and enough 
to take care of the interest on the 
warrants to be issued early in Janu­ 
ary, 1927, after the first collection of 
the taxes.
